In ono morning boforo 
breakfast, ho scoured fish to tho value of 
throo thousand dollars.

year ho had nino traps, with a correspond- 
ing number of mon, nnd expected to ronlizo 
nt lonst thirty thousand dollnrs; but thn 
cntch did not yield moro than six thousand 
—not thnt tho season was n bad ono for fish, 
but tho cold northonst winds thnt provnilod 
kept tho fish off shore, nnd thoy passed to 
tho onstwnrd. 


THE HEOfNNINa OP TItAf FISUINO. 


Tho trap was first nsod in 1845, but not 


to any extent till ioill. Before that dato 
tho whole dependence of tho flshormon was 
on tho haud lino nnd, nt certain limes nnd 
for a fow variolios, on tho gill not. But with 
tho increasing facilities for Iransportatiou 
by rail, ns woll ns by vessels, nnd tho onso 
with which fish can bo packed in ieo nnd 
(font far inland, means woro rosorted to to 
increase tho ontch. Tho traps nud pounds 
aro tho result, and tho business has boon 
limited only by tho facilities thnt could bo 
had for getting fish to market.

HOW THE FISH AI1E TAKEN TO ilAEKET. 


A sloop smack, running to New London, 


Now Haven and other ports on the sound 
rill carry about n hundred barrels offish, 
jarger vessels tako heavy freights and do- 
ivor them quickly in Now York, and usually 
n good order. From thero they aro sent in 
very direction by rail. Every vendor's bar- 


row or wagon is whito for a season with tho 
sparkling sides of porgies caught in these 
waters. They nro hawked about in ovorv 
suburb of Sow York, ond find thoir way 
ovor all tho railroads that center in tbe city 
oven as far ns Buffalo. If there wns no such 
opening for tho sale of porgiog, thoy would 
not at this season of tho year bring a cent 
each on tho Boacoast; as it is, thoy givo om- 
ployrnont to n largo mimbor of men and 
boats. Thousands of barrels and boxes nro 
nightly forwarded by tho sound steamboats 
each hoi holding about throo hundred 
pounds, and each barrel about a hundred 
aud eighty pounds. 
Thoy aro packed in ico 


on tho steamboat landing in Newport 
whore, for hours boforo 
Iho boat ar- 


rives from Fall Hivor, thero is a busv 
saeuo; tho hauling 
up of fish from 


tho boats, tho glimmering of lights moving 
to nnd fro, tho cracking of ico, and tho nail- 
mg down of covers. Tho last blow of tho 
hammer is uot hoard till tho boat has her 
passengers on board and is in the aot of 
leaving.
